Baseball  Season 
Shows  Promise 

Saint  Joseph’s  varsity  baseball 
team  has  closed  its  1963  season 
with  a  9-15  overall  mark  and  a 
3-8  record  in  the  I.C.C. 

Coach  Don  Merki  cites  a  “lack 
of  any  effective  and  consistent 
power  hitting”  as  a  major  factor 
in  the  Pumas’  relatively  disap¬ 
pointing  season,  which  included 
losses  in  five  one-run  games. 

Merki  says  that  if  his  hitters 
could  have  produced  an  average  of 
four  runs  per  game,  “our  record 
would  have  been  reversed.” 

Not  all  was  gloomy  for  the  Pu¬ 
mas,  however,  as  many  bright 
spots  appeared  —  bright  spots 
which  echo  better  things  in  1964. 

Coach  Merki  notes  the  fine  per¬ 
formance  of  sophomore  shortstop 
Ken  Dockus,  who  so  capably  filled 
the  shoes  of  graduated  all-confer¬ 
ence  shortstop  Jim  Crowley. 

Dockus,  the  only  player  to  per¬ 
form  in  all  24  games,  hit  308,  led  in 
hits  (24)  and  rbi’s  (12). 

Another  pleasant  surprise  was 
sophomore  catcher  Ken  Kudla,  who 
hit  at  a  .430  clip  during  the  se¬ 
cond  half  of  the  season  and  fin¬ 
ished  with  a  .316  average. 

Also  notable  was  the  much-im¬ 
proved  performance  of  second 
baseman  Tom  Carroll,  who  col¬ 
lected  a  team-leading  .348  batting 
average.  Last  year  the  Chicago 
junior  hit  just  .163.
